NEW YORE, May 4.—The Cuban revolu-

om & great international scandal in which 
eminent citizens of this country and Spain 
are implicated. Enormous bribes have been 
systematically paid for concessions in Span- 
ish and Cuban trade which were practically 
frauds on the Spanish Government. The 
protests of honest merchants here and in 
Cuba and of honest Consuls and others 
against these frauds so restricted and ham- 
pered the operations of the corporations 
that leading men interested in them have 
urged on the insurgents in Cuba. The re- 
volt is practically backed by a syndicate of 
American capital. The headquarters are 
in Philadelphia, but it embraces men and 
corporations of national prominence in New 
York and elsewhere. The object is to har- 
ass the Spanish Government, which threat- 
ened to interfere with its privileges, and 
to provide itself with a claim, in case the 
revoluton succeeds, on the good offices of 
the new government. The first chapters 
the Post-Dispatch is able to give to-day. 

Six years ago the Spanish Government 
discovered it was being done out of over 
$1,500,000 a year by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and its agents. At that time the laws 
regulating the tariff on oil and other pro- 
@ucts of petroleum in Spain were supposed 
to be sufficient to prevent fraud. But a 
mighty power had made itself felt in the 
Cortes and the ports of entry in the king- 
dom. Through this influence the laws were 
construed in favor of the monopolists, and, 
despite the protests of honest consuls, the 
practice continued. Finally information on 
the subject was given such publicity by an 
indiscreet employe that the Government 
was obliged to take action in a perfunctory 
way, but the result was of no lasting im- 
ortance. The duty was high on refined oil, 

hile the crude entered on a low tax. To 
meet the emergency the highly refined oil 
was colored with a harmless chemical and 
entered as crude. Once out of the custom 
house it was filtered at slight expense and 
put on the market as the highest grade oil 
and at an enormous profit. This was the 
situation in Madrid, where the Government 
was perishing for money. 

In America the same game was played 
with Cuba. Two years ago there was no re- 
striction on oll shipped to Cuba from Amer- 
lca except the duty. Under the favorable 
treaty. dealers doing business in the United 
Btates were allowed 26 per cent discount on 
the tariff. American money at the time was 
n greater demand in Havana than in 
E. Gs, and the glad hand,“ yellow with 
gold, was soon extended.

MONEY TALKED. 


About this time the insurgents in Cuba 
became active, and negotiations were en- 
tered into with the leaders as to the future 
outlook for a provisional government. They 
painted the possibilities in glowing colors, 
and then the patriotic Americans interested 
in Standard Oil, electric plants, mines and 
other branches of commerce, told the leaders 
they could have all the money necessary to 
hurry up the good work if they meant bus- 
iness. hey swore they would save the 
country, and establish a genuine American 
government, but they must have their own 
way to doit. They would continue a guerril- 
la warfare until midsummer, when the 
Swamps exhale yellow fever. The captain 
of war said that by the last of July their 
plans would be perfected, and the Spanish 
soldiers would die by thousands. The plan 
was to retreat to the fever districts, where 
malaria and death are part of the beautiful 
landscape, and then butcher the dying sol- 
diers at their leisure.

A repairer for the Lamson Cash Railway 
system, while passing along the third floor 
corridor of the Nugent Building, at 6:30 
o’clock last night, noticed a stream of blood 
oozing from beneath the door of the lava- 
tory. 

He pushed open the door, and was horrified 
to see the body of a man stretched out on 
the floor, his head hanging over on his shoul- 
der, a gaping wound in his throat from ear 
to ear, and his person covered with biood. 
An open pocket knife in his hand told the 
story of the tragedy. 


There was a gleam of consciousness in the 
man's glassy eyes. 

He proved to be Joseph E. Laurie, of the 
firm of Campbell & Laurie, agents for 

Co., Philadelphia, jobbers and 
silk merchants. 

Janitor Adam Wertica was notified and he 
hurried down stairs and called Officer Jerry 
Craul of the Broadway squad to summon an 
ambulance. When that conveyance arrived 
the wounded man was hu to the City 
Dispensary. There he was found to be 
critically weak from the loss of blood and 
he was forwarded to the City Hospital. 

Dr. Heine Marks and Dr. Russell sewed up 
the terrible gash in Laurie's throat and 
gave him stimulants. They were fearful 
at first that he would die of exhaustion, 
but he rallied after awhile and at 8 p. m. 
was doing nicely. Dr. Marks says he will 
recover. 

During all this time Laurie never lost 
consciousness nor presence of mind. When 
Janitor Wertica foünd him the former 
asked him why he acted so rashly, but 
Laurie simply said, “business troubles.

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CARLISLE’S QUANDARY. 


He Is Considering the Question of Re- 
Assessing Duties. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—Secretary 
Carlisle has under consideration the ques- 
tion of the re-assesment of duties imported 
between August 1 and August 28, 1894. The 
Circuit Court of New York decided last 


February that the law went into effect 
August 1, the date named therein, instead 
of August 28, the date on which it became 
a law. The decision was carried to the 
Court of Appeals of New York, but the 
court declined to render an opinion on the 
ground that it was a A of so much 
importance that it should go to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and it is now 
pending there. The estimate of the revenues 
which should have been collected under this 
decision between August 1 and August 28 
by the Collector at New York is about 
$900,000, and the enforcement of the decision 
will involve the refunding of something 
aver a million. As by law any re-assessment 
must be made within a year, and as there 
cannot be a final decision of the Supreme 
Court until the fall terms, the Secretary 
is considering the question of re-assess- 
ment in order to protect the interests of 
he Government.

the Government would be stopped from 
collecting the revenue that should have 
been collected between August 1 and Au- 
gust 28, while it might be forced to make 
the refunding under the provisions of law 
which any protest of an importer keeps 
the claim alive.

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STILL FIERCE FOR BATTLE. 


No Abatement to the Revolutionary 
Feeling in Nicaragua. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—Reports 
received here indicate that the revolutionary 
feeling in Nicaragua is not abating and that 
an uprising against the Government is prob- 
able. The masses have been opposed to vield- 
ing to the British ultimatum and the peace- 
ful turn in the complications has, from all 
accounts, considerably aggravated this hos- 
tile sentiment. The present grave condition 
of affairs in the Republic no doubt explains 
the cable from London that “Nicaragua 
has not yet acquiesced in the British de- 
mands.“ 

At the outset of the trouble it was made 
clear in these dispatches that Nicaragua's 
refusal to comply with the ultimatum was 
prompted more by political conditions at 
home than by any expectation that the 
United States would intervene to prevent 
the collection of the indemnity. Barrios, 
who went to England as a Minister Plen:po- 
tentiary to arrange a settlement of the 
Mosquito trouble, stepped in Washington 
on his return and it was then foreshadowed 
by the Post-Dispatch that Kngland, as a 
part of a diplomatic game, would first make 
a demenstration off one of the Nicaraguan 
ports before the money was — 

Barrios, as a shrewd diplomat, familiar 
with the litical conditions at home and 
realizing that if the Government was to al- 
low itself to be mulcted to the amount of 
£15,500 without a show of resistance, knew 
such a move te be necessary to quiet opposi- 
tion to the present minority. 

There is no doubt now that neither the 
United States. expected nor Great Britain 
intended that troops would be landed at 
Corinto. 

The appearance of the British fleet in Nic- 
araguan waters with guns trained on the 
seaport outlet of Managua, it was thought, 
would furnish the Zelaya Government with 
full justification in the eyes of the people 
for the prompt payment of the demands, 
but the feeling of resistance has grown be- 
yond all anticipation, until it is feit that 
were Zelaya to agree to the stipulations at 
once, the Government would be seriously 
threatened, if not overturned. The ¢«xten- 
sion of time may bring a change of senti- 
ment in Nicaraugua, and the whole trouble 
be amicably settled, 

The English foreign office Is fully advised 
of the turbulent and menacing conditions 
in Nicaragua, and it is probable that the 
guarantee of Salvador will be accepted and 
troops removed from Corinto. The presence 
of the English marines there is furnishing 
the revolutionists with a pretext for attack- 
ing the Government and their retirement, 
it is believed, would tend to restore quiet 
and composure in Nicaraguan political af- 
fairs. This, itis thought, Great Britain will 
do without insisting mmedately on a for- 
mal acquesence from Nicaragua.

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THE CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS. 


The resignations of Messrs, Roosevelt 
and Lyman of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion afford President Cleveland an op- 
portunity to prove the sincerity of his 
support of civil service reform. : 

Chairman Roosevelt has been an active 
and able official, whose fidelity to the 
task entrusted to him in the most diffi- 
cult experimental stage of the reform 
cannot be questioned.. The bitter ani- 
mosity of all the spoils organs in the 
country attests his efficiency and devo- 
tion. His successor should be as honest 
and as devoted a friend of the merit 
system. 

In filling Commissioner Lyman’s place 
the President can easily make an im- 
provement in the service. He should 
appoint as his successor a man who will 
give more than a mere mechanical per- 
formance of official functions. He should 
strengthen the commission with an earn- 
est supporter of reform. 

Civil service reform is no longer an 
experiment. It is an established fact of 
proven value. Despite the corruption 
and the degenerate practices which have 
disgraced the politics of the country of 
late years, the civil service law has done 
much to restore decency in public life and 
to lift it out of the mire of ignoble greed 
and strife into which it had fallen. 

The law is in the statute book to stay. 
Its work will be carried on to completion. 
Tt has the hearty support of all except a 
few ignorant and unconverted moss- 
backs and the howling dervishés, of the 
spoils system who represent nothing but 
the hungry maws of office-seekers and 


patronage brokers. 
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DEBT COLLECTION BY VIOLENCE. 


It does not seem to be so held by British 
newspapers or public. men, but any one 
of ordinary intelligence can see that it is 
the height of inconsistency for a govern- 
ment which prohibits its citizens the use 
of force in the collection of their debts at 
home to attempt to distrain on their for- 
eign debtors by threats of violence. For 
surely, if it be barbarous and unjust to 
imprison your debtor at home, it is in- 
finitely more barbarous and unjust to 
send a warship with threats of death for 
himself, his wife, children and neighbors, 
in case the debtor happens to be 4 for- 
eig ner. 

It is a glaring example of the blindness 
of nations that Ggeat Britain fails to see 
this. Her attempted levy on Egypt has 
brought her nothing but disaster, and 
should she continue in the course she 
has apparently mapped out touching 
Nicaragua and Honduras, the result 
would be that she would reap the con- 
tumely a? other nations and of posterity. 

If the people of Great Britain find them- 
selves drawn into a war, where their 
sons, brothers, husbands and fathers will 
be led to slaughter for the sake of col- 
lecting the claims of a few citizens, they 
would have their own apathy to thank. 
The glamor of gold seems to blind the 
entire nation, and no protest is raised 
against action by the community which 
in the individual would be promptly and 
sternly repressed as barbaric and un- 


lawful. 
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WOMEN’S WORK IN MUSIC. 


Women’s work in the musical field will 
be given prominence at the Cotton and 
Industrial Exhibition to be opened at 
Atlanta, Georgia, September 1.

“If the Church surrenders the fact of the 
literal resurrection of Jesus C4rist, in bodily 
form, from the dead, there is no foundation 
left for the Christian system. In the tenth 
chapter of Romans Paul makes salvation to 
depend upon two things: A hearty belief in 
the resurrection of Jesus and an open con- 
fession of that belief. 

“Christianity is founded upon an empty 
tomb. The body of Jesus must be accounted 
for. It was crucified: It was put into Jo- 
seph’s tomb. On the morning of the first 
day of the week it was not there. Where 
was it? Did the Jews privately remove it? 
Why then did they not produce it, as the 
undeniable answer to the statement of 
Christ’s disciples that he had risen from the 
dead? The production of the corpse would 
have changed Christianity into a corpse. 
Did the disciples themselves remove and 
secrete the body? Then we have the.strange 
record of men giving up, not only their time 
and reputation and social standing, put 
— very lives in martyrdom to perpetuate

17 neither the Jews nor the disciples stole 
the body there remains but one other party 
to do it, namely, the Romans. These sol- 
diers fied and circulated the report that the 
body of Jesus had been removed by his dis- 
ciples.

WHERE ENGLAND STANDS. 


Public Men Refuse to Discuss Her Re- 
lations to Affairs in the East.

LONDON, May 4.—England’s policy of 
absolute non-intervention in respect to the 
Japan-China treaty is now being established 
with the approval of all parties here. Po- 
litical speculation concerns itself with what 
England would do if there is a coalition of 
Russia, Germany and France, or if Russia 


alone should attempt to resist the. treaty 
by force. I have attempted to secure the 
views of the leaders of both parties on this 
point, but without exception they decline 
to express any opinion for publication. 
The issue is of course very delicate, an 
newspapers have not even referred to ft, 
beause of an obvious fear of international 
complications. 

The greatest importance has been given 
during the last winter to the establishment 
of a good feeling between Russia and Eng- 
land. Through the influence of the Prince 
of Wales with the new Czar, his nephew 
by marriage, and the popularity of the 
Prince, it received an impetus never before 
equaled from any cause. Its first result 
was an amicable arrangement of the Pamir 
frontiers question, which had dragged for 
years and had twice nearly plunged the two 
nations into war. 

There is a strong disposition on the part 
of England therefore to do nothing to in- 
terrupt this present friendship, and while 
recognizing that England’s commercial in- 
terests and present policy would lead her 
to do anything possible for Japan, the lead- 
ers of both parties in private conversation 
say it is most improbable that England 
would go to the length of assisting Japan in 
a war with Russia. To avert the necessity 
of this crisis all the efforts of the English 
foreign office are now directed to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of the points 
at issue. ‘

written the following: 

Russia is the power that to-day calls 
upon Japan to drop the fruits of her victory 
and take orders from St. Petersburg. Rus- 
sia orders Japan to give up her foothold 
upon Chinese soil, because forsodth she 
may disturb that mystical mumble called 
balance of power. This order is backed up 
by the voices of France and Germany. The 
voice of France is weak, not because she 
does not love Russia but because she also 
loves Japan and because she hates Ger- 
many more than she loves any country. 
Germany is sacrificing the friendship of 
Japan for reasons strietly political. The 
Emperor of Germany desires to show good 
will for his Eastern neighbor, particularly at 
the outset of the present Czar’s reign. For 
the past ten years these relations have been 
very much strained, even to the point of 
imminent war in 1891. Germany is now ex- 
perimenting with a platonic alliance be- 
twéen the Czar and the Emperor. It cannot 
last long, but it is profoundly conceived. 
It tends to weaken French hatred of Ger- 
many and to wean that republic from slav- 
ish obedience to Russian dictation, and to 
isolate her still further. 

From a source which has never deceived 
me, I am able to say that Russia has in 
Eastern Siberia and nominally fit to take 
the field, 20 battalions of infantry, 2 squad- 
rons of cavalry, 10 squadrons of Cossacks, 
6 field batteries, equal to 68 guns, half moun- 
tain batteries, equal to 8 guns, two Cossack 
horse artillery batteries, equal to 12 guns, 
3 companies of fortress artillery and 3 com- 
panies of Sappers. The recruits for these 
troops come every year from Odessa by 
way of Suez, and it would take a year be- 
fore the Russians could put an army of 
100,000 men in the field near Viadivostock. 
Russia alone cannot subdue Japan, in spite 
of her army of 800,000 men and her many 
Cossacks and Germany can help her only 
with fair words, for the Reichstag won't 
vote at once for a war in the East, seeing 
that the only profit possible will fall to 
Russia. France is wise enough to feel much 
the same way. The hatred felt by France 
and Germany against England is not yet 
quite so strong as that felt by each for the 
other. John Bull and Uncle Sam can afford 
to stand by and say: Let the plucky Jap- 
anese take all he can hold. He will make 
indefinitely better use of it than either 
China has done or Russia can do.

IRVING'S LATEST TRIUMPH. 


Appearance of the Great English Actor 
as Don Quixote.

Irving is always an event in London. He 
created a new and very fascinating char- 
acter to-night in “Don Quixote.” It was 


only in one act, a mere sketch, but two 
pathetic phases of character underlying 
Cervantes’ satire were presented with the 
incomparable skill of-this ineomparable ac- 
tor. The quality of simple faith perverted 
into insane exaltation was a dangerous ex- 

riment upon the modern stage, but Mr. 
rving made his Don Quixote as pathetic 
as he made him ridiculous, and the great 
audience was almost as silent and absorbed 
as a few years ago were ‘those who sat 
spellbound under the religious vagaries of 
Jeanne d' Are as given by Bernhardt. The 
humor of the Knight’s vagaries here were 
all forgotten in the intense earnestness of 
his delusion. Perhaps nothing he has done 
showed more this great actor's intellectual 
force and subtlety than to have thus made 
ridicule forget itself in almost affectionate 
pity. It is not Mr. Irving’s object, however, 
to present this as more than a bit of outline 
or to demand serious cditicism for it.

Tue above is a list of witnesses to the 
mumerous frauds and irregularities which 
characterized the election for Councilmen 
and members of the House of Delegates on 
April 2. It is submitted for the benefit of 
the Grand-jury, which will meet to-morrow 
as well as for the Committee of Safety and 
Prosecuting Attorney Zachritz.. After every 
election charge of fraud by the partisans of 
both political parties have been made. But 
they have been so vague and general in 
character that they afforded little if any 
aid to the Grand-jury or public prosecutor. 

There is nothing vague or generic in the 
charges investigated by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters. They cite specific cases, and every- 
one is backed by the affidavits of reputa- 
ble citizens, whose names and addresses are 
given, who can be found readily at any 
time, and who are willing to repeat their 
testimony on the witness stand with fuller 
details. 

The charges made cover ballot-box stuff- 
ing, intimidation of voters, fraudulent reg- 
istration, impersonation of dead men, im- 
+ personation of legal voters by repeaters, pn- 

rsonation of an officer, forgery, perjury, 

mproper tampering with the poll-book, 
counting of ballots: irregularly marked in 
violation of instructions, and other crimes 
against the freedom and sanctity of the 
ballot. It remains with the Gand-jury and 
Mr. Zachritz to take advantaze of the in- 
formation gathered by the Post-Dispatch. 

Following is a synopsis of the various 
charges made, each backed by affidavits, 
with a brief record of what each witness 
will swear to if summoned before the Grand- 


ury: 
Forgery and the impersonation of an of- 
ficer: A letter purporting to have been 
signed by Recorder of Voters Higgins was 
resented to the judges and clerks at the 
ret Precinct, First Ward, by a man who 
impefsonated a deputy Recorder of Voters. 
The letter gave such instructions relative to 
the counting of improperly marked ballots 
that, acting on it, a recount of the votes 
transferred a majority for Henry Mundt in- 
to a majority for Cronin. John P. Collins, 
he School Director, who was one of the 
ocratic judges, put the letter in his 
ket and afterwards destroyed it. The 
fotter-was ascertained to be a forgery. The 
witnesses to the gg of this letter were 
Joseph Schweiger, illiam Hempe, Adam 
Heindcelman, John P. Collins and John W.

Fraudulent registration: In the First 
Ward there were 3% fraudulent names reg- 
istered. Most of these were stricken off, 
but by a trick, 286 were reinstated at one 
time in the closing hours of the session of 
the Board of Review on two affidavits taken 
outside of the board room, namely in Jim 
Cronin’s saloon, contrary to the rules of the 
board and in violation of law.

Klefisch, who refused to sign the returns 
for this and other reasons. 

There are other charges, but these are the 
most important ones, and all are substan-* 
tla ted by sworn testimony. All of the wit- 
nesses named will, if called on, give inter- 
esting testimony of which what is given: 
here is merely an outline. 

Mr. Zachritz when seen in Union in re- 
gard to the Grand Jury investigation said: 

“The Grand Jury will meet next Mon- 
day. I will not be there, but it could not 
take up the election frauds during the first 
week at any rate. If the Post-Dispatch 
will turn over to me the li#t of the witnesses 
in the election fraud cases which they have 
in their possession, I shall be very glad to 
receive them and shall take the matter be- 
fore the Grand Jury.”

THE LAW’S DELAY. 


How Justice Has Lagged With No- 
vember Election Offenders. 

If the Grand-fury, however, takes up the 
April election frauds it is to be hoped that 
the cases will be disposed of more promptly 
than were those which originated in the 
November election. A great deal of fraud 
was charged then and as a result of agita- 
tion tne Committee of Public Safety was 
organized to investigate these charges and 
prosecute the offenders. A mass of testi- 
mony was taken, and as a result 38 indict- 
ments were found for fraudulent voting, 
procuring fraudulent voting, fraud by 
judges and clerks of election, bdllot box 
stuffing and perjury. 

But of these thirty-eight cases only three 
have been tried. Two of these resulted in 
a mistrial, and one afterwards took a 
change of venue, 1 was convicted, but a mo- 
tion for a new trial remains undisposed of, 
altogether (changes of venue were taken, 10 
cases were nollie prossed, 5 are yee 
unset, and 17 are set for trial at the May 
term, wich begins to-morrow. 

From term to term the cases have 
“lapped” as merchants say of unpaid month- 
ly bills, and not Only this, but the offend- 
ers in some instances have lapped offenses. 
That is that while out on bond awaiting 
trial for alleged offenses committed at the 
November election, they are now charged 
with like offenses at the April election. For 
instance, there is Thomas Kinney of the 
Second Ward. After the November election 
he was indicted for fraudulent voting and 
assault to do bodily harm,the fightoccurring 
at the polis. The fraudulent voting case was 
nolle prossed, and the assault case resulted 
in a mistrial. It has not been retried yet, and 
in the meantime another indictment for ds- 
sault to kill is pending against him. In the 
April election Kinney is charged. with be- 
ing the cause of all the trouble in precinct 
No. 7 in the Second Ward, and is charged 
under oath ‘with.procuring fraudulent vot- 
ing, and with sg iad oe | fraudulent ballots, 
on the table for the judges to count. 

A few of those indicted exhausted all the 
known resources to obtain delays. There 
were motions to quash, motions to disqual- 
ify the Sheriff from serving papers, and 
under the absurd law which permits men 
of no reputation, backed up by two affidav- 
its to swear that a reputable judge will not 
give them a fair trial, motions were made 
for special judges and changes of venue, 
which cases are still pending in the counties 
to which they were sent. 

But in going over the record it is some- 
what surprising to note that nine-tenths of 
the continuances were at the instance of che 
court or State’s Attorney. The trouble 
seems to have been largely due to the 
crowded docket. On Dec. 28, twenty-seven 
cases in a bunch are entered with the in- 
dorsement continued by court for want of 
time to try.“ and the same entry alternat- 
ing with “continued for State” appears all. 
through the record. So that in many cases 
continuances have been granted at inter- | 
vals all through two or three terms, with- 
out the defense asking for delay once. The 
effect of this delay has been that the ar- 
rests have had little or no deterring in- 
fluence. The accused were promptly bailed 
out by politicians and have suffered little 
inconvenience from being indicted, while 
every week's delay increases their chances 
of ultimate escape from punishment. The 
trail has grown cold, witnesses are likely 
to have moved away, and if found the oc- 
currences are not so fresh in their minds. 
The delay owing to the want of time of the 
court will probably be overcome hereafter 
by the creation of the second criminal 
court. 

But one of the most extraordinary delays 
was in the case of Ed Miller, a First Ward 
repeater. The evidence inst him was 
clear and he was convicted and given two 
years in the penitentiary. That was on 
Feb. 2; a motion for a new trial was made 
and the defendant gave bond with Ed But- 
ler as surety. That motion is still pending; 
it has never been argued, and the last record 
in the case is ot: March 2 as follows: ‘All 
motions pending in this case are continued 
by court for want of time to consider.”

No Action Has Been Taken to 


Cleanse the Court-House, 


— — — 


GRAND-JURY WILL TAKE HT Up. 


Circuit. Judges Have Failed to Act in 
the Premises,..and Evince No 
Desire to Do 80. 


Over two weeks have elapsed since the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch exposed to the 
Judges of the Circuit Court and the public 
a criminal system in vogue at the Court- 
house, by which Deputy Sheriffs were pros- 
tituting the Circuit Court jury system and 
defeating the ends for which the jury law 
was enacted, by releasing from service any 
duly summoned juror willing to pay a 
bribe. When, on the day following, the 


Judges of the Circuit Court were inter- 
viewed by Post-Dispatch reporters they 
united in deploring the éxistence of such a 
state of affairs and sevéral intimated that 
steps would be taken to punish the guilty 
and to prevent continuance of the abuse 
Sheriff Troll, too, dec emphatically 
that the matter would be investigated. 

The case against puty Sheriff Vogt of 
Court-room No. 2, where Judge Flitcraft 

resides, as presented in the Sunday Post- 

ispatch, was s0 conclusive that the 
deputy, when invited by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter to reply, had nothing to say. 
Sheriff Troll’s zeal för investigating was so 
great that he even declared he would in- 
vestigate Vogt before he took any action 
in his case. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who started out 
to learn what has been done by the gentle- 
men, in whose hands rests the inviolability 
of the jury system toward ferreting out the 
abuses and punishing the guilty during the 
two weeks that have elapsed, found that 
nothing has been done. The same manner 
of selecting. juryngen followed in all the 
court-rooms before the exposure, leaving 
the presiding judge at the mercy of the 
Deputy Sheriff, is still in vogue. rom the 
statements of four of the Circuit Judges 
made to a Post-Dispatch reporter no change 
in the system is. contemplated. 

The May Grand-jury will be impaneled 
Monday. This body is expected to take the 
matter up and sift it to the bottom. The 
charge has been made that the corruption 
brought to light permeates the entire Court- 
house and that for years the practices of 
Vogt have been employed by - Deputy 
Sheriffs to increase their earnings. If the 
Grand-jury to be impaneled next Monday 
will summon before them almost any of the 
‘attaches of the Court-house these will 
furnish valuable evidence additional to that 
which has hitherto been presented by the 
Post-Dispatch. Judge Henry L. Edmunds 
of the Criminal Court is now king up the 
facts presented by the Post-Dispatch.

JUST LIKE THE 
SIAMESE TWINS. 


A Pair of Remarkable Girls Joined 
Together by a Connecting Link. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—A remarkable pair 
of twins, joined together by a ligament of 
flesh and bone, that runs from the upper part 
of the pelvis to the base of the spine, was 
born the other day to Mrs. J. Koehler, the 
wife of a caterer, who lives at 342 East 
Forty-second street. 

Mrs. Koehler was attended, during her 
confinement, by Dr. Tynberg of 321 East 


tipping the scales at seven and one-half 
pounds and the other at six and one-half 
pounds. Each has a perfectly-formed and 
healthy body. The connecting band holds 
the children facing partly away from each 
other, but is so elastic that they can be laid 
flat upon their backs without.apparent dis- 
comfort, and may even be turned so as to 
partly face each other. 

They act alike and simultaneously in all of 
their motions. When one cries, so does the 
other. Still, the doctors claim that they are 
capable of individual action. 

he mother is a buxom young German 
woman, about 30 years old. She has another 
child, a girl about 1% years old, who is per- 
fectly formed. The peculiar manner in which 
her last-born are tied together is a novelty 
in medical science. Instead of being merely 
a band or a tissue of flesh, the connection 
seems to reach inward to the bone. The Si- 
amese twins were joined by a band of tissue 
in a direct line from side to side, and in two 
other similar cases the subjects were fast- 
ened back to back. In the present case, the 
children have the free use of their arms and 
legs, and are able, by twisting their bodies 
slightly, to look at each other. 


The twins are joined nearer the lower end 


the case is the most remarkable on record. 
The first similar case was that of the Hun- 
garian girls. They were bound back to back 
above the waist line; but throve and grew to 
maturity. ; : 

Dr. Tynberg is not hopeful that the twins 
can be separated. He said to a World re- 
porter: I think that if the babies are sepa- 
rated both will die. The link connecting 
them is too strong and the bone too closely 
allied with the spring of life for a surgical 
operation to be performed successfully. As 
it is the children are healthy and vigorous. 
I see no reason why they should not grow 
up intelligent and active. se, the 
malformation is to be regretted for their 
sakes; still, to „ N them now I feel sure 
would mean death for them.” 

Other surgeons who have seen the twins 
assured Mr. Koehler that the operation ,of 
disuniting them would be an easy one, Many 
of them are anxious to fry It. 

The babies have not.been named, The par- 
ents are in a quandary whether to give them 
one name for both or a name each. Dr. 
Tynberg in making out his certificate fo? the 
Board of Health was not sure whether to 
make out one certificate or two. The board 
relieved him by telling him to make out one 
certificate for the twins.

Every Law and Ordinance Covering 
Sach Traffic Has Been Violated 
by the Bridge Combine. 


1, The Merchants’ Bridge Co. has vio- 
lated the act of Congress of Feb. 3, 1887, 
authorizing the construction of the bridge. 

2. It has violated the United States sta- 
tutes covering trusts or combines to re- 
strain commerce between States. 

8. It has violated the interstate commerce 


law. — 


4. It has violated the special acts of both 


the Missouri and Illinois Legislatures pro- 
for the construction of the bridge. 

5. The same company has violated both 
the common law and the anti-trust laws 
of Illinois. : 

6. It has violated the laws of Missouri 
covering . and unjust discrimina- 
tions in rates—both the anti-trust and com- 
mon laws. 

7. It has violated every paragraph of 
every section of the city ordinance ap- 
3 ty July 7, 1887, under which it secured 
ts franchise and right of way for its sidings 
and main tracks within the corporate limits 
of St. Louis. 

To these may be added the charge that 


‘the promoters of the sheme have violated 


the confidence reposed in them by an over- 


burdened people—a confidence Which was 


inspired by the fair promises and protes- 
tations of men who pointed to their stand- 
ing in the community-as men of honor and 
integrity as a guarantee of good faith. 

These charges are well founded and can be 
proven. They are based upon the authority 
of men who are qualified to speak. Gen. 
M. T. Moloney, Attorney-General of IIlin- 
ola, is the authority the Post-Dispatch cites 
in making the first, second, fourth and 
fifth charges. Wm. R. Morrison, Chair- 
man of the Interstate.Commerce Commis- 
sion, stated that if evidence of pooling 
And discrimination in rates could be secured 
against the company it had violated the 
interstate commerce law. That evidence 
has been secured. The charge must there- 
fore be allowed to stand. The anti-trust 
laws of Illinois and those of Missduri are 
identical in all essential points. Attorney- 
General Moloney says the laws of Illinois 
have been violated. It goes without saying 
then that the Missouri laws have also been 
violated. 

Hon. Wm. H. Stone, who framed the city 
ordinance granting the company its fran- 
chise, is authority that the company has 
never fulfilled a single provision of the 
ordinance, beyond building its tracks in 
the manner prescribed. r. Stone in an 
interview says the charter should be re- 


vo . 

All of these charges cover the Merchants’ 
Bridge Company. Some of them apply to the 
Gould Bridge and the Wiggins Ferry Com- 

ny All ree have violated the United 
tates statutes and all are liable to fine and 
imprisonment for such violation. All three 
have violated the Interstate commerce law. 
They are all liable to suits for damages 
equal to three times the actual injury done 
shippers by reason of discriminations in 
tes. Sev and co 
ave suffered from this injustice have em- 
loyed counsel and will begin litigation un- 
ess the bridge combine compromises the 
cases at once. 

The penalty for violating the act of Con- 
gress the forfeiture of the charter and 

roperty of the bridge company to the 

nited States Government. This is provided 
for in the grant secured by the compar }to 
erect the bridge. No legal action is ne es- 
sary to aocomplish this. If the Secretary of 
War becomes convinced that the company 
has violated its charter his simple declara- 
tion that the bridge is forfeited is sufficient 
to place the property in the hands of Uncle 
who is then privileged to either oper- 


, ate or sell it. ‘ 


Now, as to other forms of punishment that 
may be inflicted. United States District. At- 
torney W. H. Clopton informed a Post-Dis- 

tch reporter that upon conviction of vio- 

tion of the United States statute covering 
interstate trusts or combines the guilty 
party or parties could be sentenced to the 

nitentiary for one year or fined $5,000 or 
both. Punishment by fine or imprisonment 
or both is also provided for in both the 
IIlinois and Missouri anti-trust laws. The 
interstate commerce’ law provides for the 
game kind of punishment. The city oridi- 
nance provides only a fine for certain viola- 
tions. 

Ample proof has been secured and pre- 
gented by the Post-Dispatch of every viola- 
tion charged. The way is clear for the offi- 
cials to act.

River, or to the pooling of 
the earnings of it with the earnings of any 
Other bridge company on said river; nor 
shall any —.— who is or may be a stock - 
holder or director or manager of any other 
bridge over said river, be a stockholder or 
director, or manager of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ e Co.; and that, if this. pro- 
vision should at any time be violated in any 
of the particulars -mentioned, such viola- 
tion shall, without legal 1 at 
once forfeit the privilege thereby granted, 
and said bridge shall become the property o 
the United States, and the Secretary of War 
may take poséssion of the same in the name 
and for the use of the United States. 

„It will be observed that there is nothing 
for the District Attorney to do under the 
act of Congress providing for the forfeiture 
of the bridge to the United Statés, for a 
violation of the provisions of the act author- 
izing its erection. 

“With regard to the question submitted to 
me relating to the provisions of the ordi- 
nance of the city of St. Louis permitting the 

uis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co. to construct and operate a rail- 
road over and along certain streets and al- 
leys in the city, I would say that with the 
enforcement of the provisions of that or- 
dinance the Federal Government of course 
can have no concern.” 


BROKE FAITH WITH THE CITY. 


Ex-Councilman Stone Tells of the Ter- 
minal Co.’s Profuse Promises. 


Hon. William H. Stone, who was a mem- 
ber of the City Council and also a member 
of the Railroad Committee of that body 
at the time the bridge ordinance was passed, 
was seen. He practicaly framed the ordi- 
nance under which the Merchantts’ Bridge 
Terminal Company is operating. He re- 
members well the representations that were 
made by Mayor Rainwater and the bridge 
company and the profuse promises that 
were made by them, all of which have 
since been broken. 


Mr. Stone said: I opposed the granting of 
a franchise to the company. In a speech in 
the Council I said: ‘The bridge will never 
be built, or tf it is built it will be a financial 
failure, and if it is a failure financially it 
will be absorbed sooner or later by the Eads 
bridge; then the City of St. Louis will be 
worse off than it is now.’ John H. Overall, 
attorney for the company, appeared before 
the Council and made a speech in which he 
proclaimed what a boon the new bridge 
would confer upon St. Louis, the Missis- 
sippi Valley and, in fact, the entire West. 
It was to be a red hot competitor of the 
Eads bridge, and under no consideration 
could there ever be a consolidation or a 
pooling of interests between the two bridge 
companies. 

‘As I remember now Maj. Rainwater and 
Mr. Overall were the only representatives 
of the company who appeared, but they 
said. all that could have been said. The 


men he highest integrity was vau 
before the Council and their fair protesta- 
tions were iterated and re-iterated until the 
people seemed to be almost universally in 
favor of the scheme. , 

‘They told us so much of what they 
wanted to do for the gen ang that I said: 
Well now, gentlemen, if you are willing to 
do all that let’s put it into black and white, 
and let the ordinance cover it.’

This provision has never been lived up to. 
The company pleaded for time when noti- 
fied that the statement must be made, 
and it has been too busy ever since. 

“Section 8 provides for crossing switch- 
men, gates, non-blockading of streets, etc., 
and a fine for every offense for non- 
compliance of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100. ol following section provides 
for a bond’ of .$50,000, to be maintained as 
long as the property is operated. Section 
11 provides that the = shall pay into 
the City Treasu $5, on January 1 of 
each year in consideration of the franchise 
granted by the city. Not one cent has 
ever been pad, and St. Louis is out just 
$10,000 by reason of the company’s failure 
to do so.

He brought 
forward a very disreputable looking brick- 
bat, chipped on all sides, and freshly broken 
through the middle, and pointed trium- 
phantly to the broken faces, which were 
thickly set with small white and bi 
grains, apparently fine gravel. He also pre- 
sented a whole brick stamped with the 
Alton brand, and carrying also a paper label. 
He said: 

This (taking up the bat“) is a specimen of 
the brick to which I objected; this (indicat- 
ing the whole brick) is what Mr. Louder- 
man tells me they intended to put in. Now, 
the fact is, the contract was rushed, the 
brick hurried in-any way to get it in—so 
that it could be accepted, and the company 
have a chance to say that their brick had 
been accepted by the city of St. Louis. That 
would have been a big card for them, inas- 
much as the brick has been rejected in Al- 
ton—the place where it is made—and else- 
where. Now, to show you that I am stating 
the facts, I will show you this (bringing out 
a copy of the Alton Republican, containing 
an attack upon the Alton “tee Now this 
brick has not stood the tests of expert in- 
vestigation, and as an engineer I am not 
going to appfove anything but the best.

Byron’s “Manfred” to Be Given With 
: Schumann's Music. 


The play of ‘“‘Manfred”’ has always been 
considered the finest expression of By- 
ron’s peculiar genius. The lofty flights of 
poetry, the bold and striking descriptions, 
the tragic pathos, the magnificent defiance 
and spirit of revolution which run through

the play make it one of the most stirring 
works of modern literature. The dark and 
gloomy, yet unconquerable, character of 
the hero possesses a peculiar fascination. 
In the first act, when his questions fail 
to get the needed answer from the spirits 
whom he summons, we find him amid the 
towering Alps on the verge of suicide. 
Rescued by a chamois hunter, in the next 
act he descends to the abode of Arimanes, 
from whose power he compels the spirit 
of Astarte, his dead love, from whom he 
Was separated by some mysterious crime, 
to appear, but she, too, can not, or will not, 
answer his fervid questions. This scene is 
one of great magnificence. Then comes the 
last act, with the grand verses in which 
Manfred’s death is portrayed in a most 
impressive manner. 

Schumann's music was written in 1848, 
while he was at the full tide of his power, 
and ranks among the very best specimens 
of melodramatic music. The overture is 
especially famous, portraying Manfred's 
remorse fdr the mysterious crime. Then 
follows a quartette of spirits and the well- 
known “Invocation to the Witch of the 
Alps,“ which is an exquisite piece of dainty 
orchestration. The Entracte,“ introducing 
the second act, is one of the sweetest pas- 
torals ever written. In this act occurs 
the thrilling chorus of the Spirits of Ari- 
manes and the touching music and the 
interview with Astarte. In the last act 
the death scene, wth spirit chorus, is 
fully equal to the preceding number, and 
the calm Requlem Chorus” bringa the 
play to an impressive close. 

Mr George L. Riddle will read the 
drama to-morrow night at Exposition Hall, 
and the music will be rendered by the 
Choral Symphony Society, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Alfred Ernst, Mr. Riddle made 
a great hit here last year by his reading 
of Midsummer Night’s Dream,“ and in 
the East his ‘‘Manfred” is considered fully 
equal to it. The Boston Herald thus speaks 
of his performance in Manfred“: Mr. 
Riddle acquitted himself superbly, and his 
own intelligent conception and discriminat- 
ing touch, seconded by a crystalline clear- 
hess of enunciation, carried along without 
apparent effort, were a delight to the hearer 
and an aid to his appreciation. If it is well 
to cull any particular example from so 
much general excellence, the palm must

MR. SPENCER'S CHARGES, 


Attorney Kent Corrects Him on the 
Safety Committee Bill. 


Mr. Henry 8. Kent, oné of the attorneys 
of the Safety Committee, was asked if he 
had read Representative Spencer’s state- 
ment specifying certain objections to the 


Safety Committee bill. He said: 

“Yes. I saw the statement and read it 
carefully. 8 s of ‘representation 
in the Recorder of Voters’ office every day 
in the year.’ Perhaps he overlook sec, 
99, which is follows: The offices of Re- 
corder of Voters and Deputy Recorder of 
Voters are hereby abolished.’ The investi- 
gation into the election frauds in St. Louis 
shows that they were committed either 
in the registration or at the polls on elec- 
tion day. The Safety Committee bill ex- 
pressly provides for the appointment of 
officials for registration and election pur- 
poses by the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners and that without. the dictation of 
party committees. The board has super- 
visory control over the machinery pertain- 
ing to the same. 

“After the election is over there is prac- 

tically nothing to do until sixty days be- 
fore the next election, when steps are taken 
by the board for a new registration. Not 
a name can be added to the registration 
list in the interim. Two judges or clerks 
can be appointed and however dishonest the 
Commissioner appointed by the Governor 
and confirmed by the Senate might prove, 
he would be lacking in opportunity if he 
desired to N any fraud. He is for 
twelve or eighteen months nothing more nor 
less than the custodian of the office and the 
records therein, and why go to the useless 
expense of having two ditional officials 
during that period drawing salaries of $3, 
a year each, when they have nothing to do, 
having no duties to perform, instead of 
the associate commissioners provided for in 
the Safety Committee bill? 

“What about his objection, No. 2, that 
registration is permitted at the central 
office after precinct registration is closed, 
and that such would be an open door to 


fraud? 

‘Sec. 22 of the Safety Committee bill 
provides that after the close of the precinct 
registration and before the tenth day pre- 
2 the next election any voter may 
apply in writing under oath to the Board 
of Election Commissioners for registration 
on two grounds, and only two, first, that he 
was necessarily absent from the city dur- 
ing the three days of the precinct registra- 
tion or that he was wholly unable to attend 
on account of sickness. is 27 has 
to be accompanied by a certificate of two 
of the registration officers or judges of 
opposite politics that the applicant is a 
resident and qualified yoter of the precinct 
from which he appliés for registration. It 
is then made the duty of the board to in- 
vestigate. the facts “and the statements 
in the affidavit, and, ff found true they 
shall enter the votér’s name upon the 
registry book. Under such safeguards, I 
fail to see where there is any ‘open door 
to fraud.’ Not to have this provision would 
cut off a number of citizens from the privi- 
lege of voting, especially the army of com- 
mercial travelers who always take an active 
interest in public affairs and vote unless 
deprived thereof. 

What have you to say in regard to the 
Central Committee’s presenting names to 
the Commissioners for judges and clerks 
of election as provided in sec. 8 of the 
Filley bill? 

It seems to me there is a serious es 
tion to practically turning over the appoint- 
ments of these important officials to the 
party committees, I know it is contended 
that it is discretionary with the com- 
missioners to appoint from the names sub- 
mitted by the committee, the language of 
the act being ‘and from said list the selec- 
tions may be made.’ But in my opinion the 
word ‘may’ in a statute such as this is in- 
perative, and is equivalent to ‘must’ or 
‘shall.’ The rule as laid down by the Su- 
preme Court in State ex rel. Jones vs. 
Laughlin, 78 Mo., 445, is as follows: The 
proper rule of construction in cases of this 
sort, aS we understand it, is that ‘may’ 
is to be held as meanitig ‘shall’ whenever 
the statute requiring construction relates 
to a power’ conferred on public officers 
concerning the public interest and the rights 
of third persons.“ 


MAY REACH A SETTLEMENT. 


Builders and Hodcarriers Will Try Ar- 
bitration in the Strike. . 


There is now some yrospect of a settle- 
ment of the hod-carriers’ strike. At a.spec- 
ial meeting of the Builders’ Exchange at 
noon yesterday resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted with that end in view. 

The resolutions were opposed by P. J. 
Moynihan and provided that in view of the 
fact that arbitration had been suggested 
as a means of settlement, the Exchange 
ask the three unfon associations to appoirt 
a representative each, a like number to be 
appointed by the Master Bricklayers’ Asso- 
ciation, these six to select a disinterested 
citizen to act with them as arbitrators. 

The committee is to instructed to make 
the scale not less than 30 cents an hour for 
brick carriers, and 8% cents for mortar 
workers; not more than 35 cents for the 
former and 87% cents for the latter. 
A decision must be rendered within one 
week-and a date set for the new scale to 
take effect. The scale is to hold.for one 


year,

A Unique Building Planned for 
the Paris Exposition. 


IDEA OF TWO NEW YORK MEN, 


An Elevator That Is to Act Like a 
Balloon and Be Full of Educa- 
tional Features. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 
NEW YORK, May 4,—Plans for a unique 
building for the Paris Exposition are in the 
hands of the commission and nothing now 
remains but the giving of formal sanction 
to the originators of the scheme to enable 
them to go ahead and build what they 
call a telescope. The building proper will 
be about eight stories high, built of marble, 
with facings of stone not yet selected; 
There will be one entrance on each of the 
four sides, under immense archways. In 
each of the commers on the first and second 
floors or, landings will de restaurants, 
Offices for the use of men and women re- 
quired to keep the place in order, reception 


roams and toilet rooms will take up the 
remainder of the available space. The 
building will cover 400 square feet of ground. 
From the ground to the foot of the central 
column it will measure 195 feet. Rising 
from the roof will be a column or a tube 
500 feet high, or 700 feet from the ground. 
This is the telescope proper. It will meas- 
ure 106 feet in diameter. Visitors will be 
carried to the roof in an elevator made in 
the shape of a balloon, and as it will not 
be guided by the fron girders common in 
elevators, the basket will of necessity 
swing a little, thus making the ascension 
more realistic. This balloon will traverse 
2 four elements, fire, earth, water and 
. 
Those who wish to make the trip will 
enter the basket at the level of the sea. 
Daylight will fade, electric lights being so 
arranged that on the shutting off of the 
natural light the interior of the tube will 
be flooded by moonlight. Slowly the bal- 
loon will arise and pass through clouds. 
Above these the aeronauts will pass the 
planets Mars, Jupiter and Saturn. At the 
top of the column, the air mechanically 
exhausted, will give those in the balloon 
some idea of what genuine aeronauts 
suffer when they rise to high altitudes, 
owing to the absence of a breathable at- 
mosphere. Cold will be felt. A stop of a 
few seconds will be made at the top of the 
tube and the car will drop to the surface of 
the sea a little quicker than it went up. 


gradual, for a plunge beneath the seas is 
contemplated. An arangement of aquari- 


not needed for the passage of the balloon 
will give the travelers the impression that 
the dive is a real one. Live fishes from 
every sea will be in the aquariums, and it is 
also designed to have marine flora of every 
obtainable kind growing in them. The wreck 
of a ship covered with weeds will be one of 
the curiosities at the bottom of this ocean. 
Down through the sea will go the balloon. 
It will not stop when the bottom is reached, 
but will continue on through a veritable 
hole in the ground. This portion of the 
tube will be so arranged as to illustrate 
the varied strata of the earth under Paris. 
Mines will be shown, the balloon passing 
galleries of coal mines apparently in full 
operation. When the balloon reaches the 
sea level, the moonlight will be discontin- 
ued and an artificial sun turned on. This 
light will be made to fade gradually as the 
lowest depths of the sea will be reached. The 
journey to the center of the earth will be 
made bright by means of a bunch of in- 
candescent electric lights fastened to the 
car of the balloon. The air in this subter- 
ranean journey will be made to feel as 
heavy as it is to be found in excavations of 
the kind. 

As the car will reach the bottom of the 
shaft, its occupants will become conscious 
of a great heat. This will be produced arti- 
ficially, but a look over the edge of the 
car will show what appears to be a lake of 
fire. This flery pit is su sed to exist at 
the center of the earth.

iron lid. This is placed in an electric furnace 
and/brought to a white heat, when the lid 
becomes fused to the crucible, forming a 
single shell. The crucible is then — in 
water, and the sudden contractien of the 
shell as it cools, together with the expan- 
sion of its contents as they pass from a liquid 
to a solid state, produces the pressure neces- 
sary to form the ruby. The furnace is not 
essential to the process, but is found to be 
more convenient than the gas furnace for- 
— g used, as the heat can be easily regu- 
lated and conveniently controlled. 

The artificial production of diamonds was 
the result of experiments dating from 1694. 
During 1892 and 1893 experiments by Dr. O. 
W. Huntington proved that dlamonds ex- 
isted in meteoric iron. A large meteor was 
broken up, and specimeas which seemed to 
contaia diamonds were dissolved. The test 
showed that minute diamonds were present. 
The experiment led M. Moissan, the French 
scientist, to try to make a diamond by a 
M Similar to that of the meteorite. He 

ound that the purest diamond contains 
traces of iron, and he mpted to make 
one dy subjecting iron and Garbon te a very 
high temperature and an enormous pressure. 
A cylinder of iron was filled with carbon 
ized sugar and heatea to about 500 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It was then plunged into water, 
and the enormous pressure ee to the sud- 
den eooling caused some of the sugar to 
crystallize. The crystals were small, no 
larger than the head et a pla, but they were 
real diamonds.

ANOTHER ADVANCE IN PRICES 


Unsettled and Highly Nervous Markets 
—Flour Demand. Dulled by the Ad- - 
vance—Cotton Hangs Irresolute. 


— 


After a week of 9 at times, ex- 
cited markets, wheat closed on yesterday’s 
“curb” just %c above the preceding Satur- 
day, the latest being 62%c, sellers for July. 
That option had sold as @gh as 63%c on the 
“curb” of the preceding day, but, as that ad- 


vance was based principally upon fears of. 


damage, and as the reports yesterday were 
of good rains extending across the Missis- 
sippi into sections where the drouth has 
teen most gerious, the market received a 
set-back and closed as stated above. Most 
of the longs weré scared out by the fear of 
rain, and there was considerable short. sell- 


ing in anticipation of a sharp break in price 
if the drouth proves to have been broken 
effectually. The bears are also banking on 
a disappointir& decrease in the visible sup- 
ply and a large increase in the amount afloat 
for Europe. The shipments from this coun- 
try and Canada and from Argentine last 
week were nearly 4,500,000 bushels, and it is 
believed that Russian, Indian and Australian 
shipments will bring the total over 9,000,000 
bushels, and possibly to 10,000,000 bushels, 
which would increase the amount on ocean 
passage heavily. Speaking of the visible de- 
crease, the Daily Commercial Bulletin says: 

“With wheat afloat on the lakes the ‘un- 
known quantity,’ as there is no arriving at 
what the change in the amount is from 
week to week), estimates on the visible 
changes are now the wildest of guesses. The 
largely-increased receipts of spring wheat at 
Northwestern markets and the somewhat 
larger movement to winter wheat, together 
with the decreased clearances at Atlantic 
ports, would indicate a much smaller de- 
crease in the visible than the last. Esti- 
mates range all the way from 1,500,000 to 
3,000,000 bushels decrease. The decrease one 
year ago was 1,400,000 bushels. . 

If the rains do not prove to be general and 
beneficial, there is liable to be a wild scram- 
ble to buy to-morrow morning.

It is plainly to be seen that the foreigners 
do not intend to allow themselves to be- 
come excited by the advancing markets on 
this side. They have lessened instead of 
increasing their demands for either flour 
or wheat. Besides largely increased offer- 
ings and shipments from Russia, the Argen- 
tine continues to export at the rate of 
1,800,000 bu. weekly. India is shipping more 
wheat than for several seasons and with 
9,000,000 bu. weekly put afloat by the dif- 
ferent exporting countries, Burope has no 
reason to be afraid of being left short of 
supplies.

The Modern Miller of this date says: 
During past week the fall of moisture 
throughout the American wheat growing 
area has been more general and heavier 
than during any previous week since win- 
ter wheat seeding was finished last fall. 
Both winter and spring wheat fields have 
been rainsoaked and to that extent an im- 
portant improvement noted in the North- 
west and in the Northern tier of winter 
wheat producing States. In Texas, Okla- 
homa, the Indian Territory, Southern and 
Western Kansas, no gain can be noted. 
Corn prospects are greatly improved by 
rains, and in many sections chinch bugs 
have been drowned out. Spring wheat plant 
generally reported to be in good condition, 
better in fact than at this time last year, 
with an acreage of about 90 per cent of 
the 1894 area. Winter wheat millers con- 
tinue to report a scarcity of grain and the 
number of mills shutting down or running 
on reduced time limits is increasing.

MONEY MARKET STILL EASY. 


the Deficit in Federal 
Finances. : 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—A consistent and 
steady appreciation of the prices of securi- 
ties is going on in the market and stocks 
and bonds, ggod and bad, gilt-edged and 
rotten, are all enjoying their share of the 
boom. Under the circumstances it is diffi- 


cult to keep from losing your head, for the 
enthusiasm is contagious, it is. epidemic. 
The temptation to be on the popular side 
is a trying one. The few Who are not con- 
verted and who fail to see that a bull 
movement is on are objects of pity. Be- 
sides, they are losing money. All the facts 
and statistics that can be collected and all 
the arguments, however well sustained, are 
ineffectual at present. It is not a question 
whether it is well that this should be the 
case or not. Apart from these things, the 
technical speculative situation is this: 
There is no liquidation. There is an active 
absorption of securities. So long as these 
conditions prevail it would make no differ- 
ence if not a single train passes over the 
Central tracks for a week. These distinct- 
tively speculative aspects are now the ones 
to keep a watch on. Operators who fail to 
gauge this phase of the situation accu- 
rately will be as far out of their reckoning 
as the forecast honestly set forth here has 


This movement in the market has been 
based on the assumed certainty that all 
things hoped for,in the future will come to 
pass. It was a bold compaign, but fortune 
favors the brave, and thus far the course of 
events go a great way to vindicate the 
bluffs of the first week of March. 

By word of mouth, and above all by the 
masterly manipulation of the stock market, 
a sentiment has been created whose dimen- 
sions can only be gauged by the subsequent 
course of the market. At present is 
growing apace. The daily transactions show 
a widely diffused interest which receives 
more general if weaker support the higher 
it goes. As stated, the course of the market 
has been to some extent justified by subse- 
quent events. The rises in cotton, wheat, 
oil and leather have each and all made sub- 
stantial contributions to the wealth of the 
country. An improvement in business which 
was uncertain has assumed a definite tone 
and seems to possess elements of perma- 
nency. The crop outlook is still good, 80 
far ag a reasonable forecast goes, for 
neither in cotton nor wheat are the ad- 
vances ascribed altogether to misgivings as 
to the coming crop. Distinct symptoms of 
improvement can be detected and are wel- 
comed by every one. 

The money market continues easy and 
shows no signs of hardening. At the same 
time’ bankers report that their country 
correspondents, especially those in manu- 
facturing towns, are loaning their funds 
at good rates, and in ,2me of the larger 
Western towns the same is true. Easy 
money is a prerequisite of a market like 
the current one, and its continuance is as- 
sured for a long time. Assuming, then, 
that the situation has sleared and is fur- 
ther clearing, it must be admitted that the 
stock market has given full recognition to 
the improvement. Without a one per cent 
reaction the market has steadily advanced 
for two months. As stated, the advances 
have been general. Those stocks likely to 
be at once benefited and those not likely 
to be helped much fora year have all had 
their share. its a N 

The Post says: Judged by the days net 
changes to-day's market was not of great 
significance. But the tone of cheerfulness 
witnessed through the week dominated the 
market. There were no further reactions 
of consequence. In the news developments 
there were undoubtedly some factors of 
encouragement. Sterling exchange yielded 
again in actual rates, the market suggest- 
ing that in addition to the bills drawn 
against blocks of securities lately sold 
abroad, some sales fer the short account 
are coming in evidence for the first time 
since the unlucky speculative sales by out- 
side bankers at the time of the bond con- 
tract announcement..

August Gahl's corpse lies on a slab at the 
Morgue. His widow and fatherless children 
at their home, 1914 South Thirteenth street, 
are tearfully praying that his murder may 
be avenged. The police having arrived at the 
conclusion that the man committed suicide, 
are making no very determined efforts to 
unravel the mystery shrouding his death. 
The Coroner has deemed the circumstances 
attending Gahl's death so suspiciou that 
he has postponed the inquest until the mat- 
ter has been thoroughly sifted. 

Officers Byrne and Brank of the Central 
District teek Gahl'e remains to the Morgue 
at 3 o'clock yest morni from Ninth 
and Gratiot streets. They made a report to 
Capt. O'Malley from which the latter diag- 
nosed the case as one of suicide, and so 
notified the Ceroner’s office. Deputy Coro- 
ner Peter J. Heid then set the inquest for 1 
e’clock. Grocer James Ross, William Zalter 
and Joba Jeyee, the men who found 
dying om the sidewalk, were summoned to 
ap at the Four Courts at that hour. 

befere noon, Kate Emory, 
aged colored woman, living at u Gratiot 
street, told Mr. Heid a story indicating that 
Gehi had been murdered. r. Heib turned 
her over to the polſce and adjourned the in- 

vest indefinitely. to give the police a 

ance to investigate the case fully. He also 

to allow Undertaker Milenz to re- 
move the remains from the Morgue, pend- 
ing this investigation. —— Officer Tim 
Danaher of the Central District took Mrs. 
Emory in tow, locked her up in the holdover 
and “pumped” her. From her statements, 
Danaher concluded that she didn't know 
what she was talking about and set her 
free. And there the matter rests. 

At the Coroner's office it is said the office 
is waiting for the police to inform them 
whether it is a homicide or not, before order- 
ing a post-mortem or holding an inquest. 
The police say they are sure it is a case of 
suicide. Meanwhile, Gahl’s body is still at 
the Morgue, and unless Coroner Atkinson 
can learn from voluntary witnesses at the 
inquest where Gahl was between 5 p. m. Fri- 
day and 3 a. m. Saturday, the mystery sur- 
rounding his death is, apparently not likely 
to be solved. 

Gahl was a fish merchant, 42 years of age. 
Last September he moved here from St. 
Paul, Minn., with his young wife and three 
small children. He rented a pretty flat at 
1914 South Thirteenth street and there lived 
happily. He was very popular with his 
neighbors because of his cheerful, sunny 
disposition. He had a horse and wagon and 
with it he peddled fish throughout the city 
and suburbs. Some time ago he sold his 
horse to a man, whose name is said to be 
Wildam Bell, in East St. Louis. The man 
owed $20 on the horse and promised to send 
it to Gahl Friday. He failed to do so and at 


5 o’clock Friday afternoon Gahl bade his 


wife good bye and told her he was going 
over to East St. Louis to see if he could not 
collect his money. Whether he went to 
East St. Louis and collected his money has 
hot been yet ascertained. In fact, his 
whereabouts from that time until about 3 
o’clock yesterday morning are a mystery. 

Shortly before that time, Mrs. Kate Em- 
ory, colored, was roused from her slumber 
at 921 Gratiot street, by a strange noise. 
She opened her front door, and, ring 
out saw four men on the corner of Ninth 
and Gratiot street engaged, apparently, in 
a heated argument. After watching them 
awhile she closed the door. A moment later 
she was startled by the report of a pistol, 
and springing out on the front rch, she 
saw three white men run up Gratiot street. 
The fourth man was lying on the sidewalk, 
where he had been talking. The pros- 
trate man, she says, she recognized as the 
man with whom the trio had been arguing, 
and she says she heard him tell them that 
he did not owe them anything, and would 
not give them any money. 

Although Mrs. Emory is the only one who 
says she saw these men run away, a num- 
ber of her neighbors heard the shot.

BELLEVILLE NEWS. 


There is a clearly-defined prospect of a 
stormy session and perhaps 4a stubborn 
wrangle when the City Council reorganizes 
to-morrow. The old Council passed out of 
existance at the last meeting, and to-morrow 
the new members will take their seats. The 
new Mayor, Fred Sunkel, will preside for 
the first time. The prospect of a wrangle 
lies in the fact that Mayor Sunkel has de- 
clared his intention of vetoing three ordi- 
nances passed at the last meeting, presided 
over by Alderman Carson as acting Mayor, 
who formally signed and approved them. 
One of these ordinances provided for an in- 
crease in the salary of the City Attorney of 
$400, making it $1,000 per annum instead of 
$600. Another provided for the purchase of 
a number of alummum street signs, while 
the third changed the time of the Council 
meetings from afternoon to evening. Mayor 
Sunkel claims the right to veto these ordi- 
nances, as he holds that acting Mayor Car- 
son had no authority to approve them. He 
claims in brief that Alderman Carson pre- 
sided over the meeting at which the ordi- 
nances were Pg veers simply as temporary 
chairman, and that he was in reality not 
acting Mayor at the time. The reason given 
by him for this supposition is that Alderman 
Carson could not be acting Mayor, as Mayor 
Knoebel was in the city at the time, and, 
though absent from the meeting, was not 
incapacitated in any way, for, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he had previously been ill, 
he was then able to attend to his private 
business. Furthermore, Mayor Sunkel 
claims the passage of the ordinances was 
irregular, on the ground that a retiring body 
may not make contracts for itse@uccessor to 
fulfill or carry out. As to the ordinances 
themselves, he gives various reasons for dis- 
approving them. He claims that the salary 
heretofore paid the City Attorney is suffi- 
cient, and thinks that the price contracted 
to be paid for the street signs is extrava- 
gant. He holds that the Council meetings 
should continue to be held in the afternoon, 
as he takes the view that that arrangement 
has been generally satisfactory. Under ex- 
isting conditions, it appears that there is 
bound to be a clash, as the new Council is 
practically the same as the old, and it is 
considered probable that the ordinances, as 
approved by Acting Mayor Carson, will be 
upheld by the members who voted for them 
at the time of their passage. Opinio Wseems 
to be divided as to the legal status of the 
matter. On the one hand, it is claimed that 
Mayor Sunkel has the power to veto the or- 
dinances, while there are many who main- 
tain that as the bills were regularly read, 
voted upon and passed, and then approved by 
the signature of Mr. Carson as acting Mayor 
they are now beyond the reach of the veto 
power. The Council is composed of four- 
teen Aldermen, of whom seven hold over. 
Of the seven whose terms expired last 
month four were re-elected, so that there 
are only three new members. The Mayor 
has caused all the Aldermen to be notified 
to meet to-morrow afternoon, notwithstand- 
ing the passage of the ordinance changing 
the meeting time to 8 p. m. 

The body of an unknown man, who had 
committed suicide by taking rat poison, was 
found yesterday in a field at Grassland, 
nine miles east of Belleville, The remains 
of a package of Rough on Rats“ and the 
bloated and distorted. appearance of the 
features told the story of the stranger’s 
death. An inquest was held by Deputy Cor- 
oner Rayhill of Belleville, but the identity 
of the suicide was not ascertained. The man 
was a German about 45 years of age, five 
feet nine inches in height and weighed 160 

ounds. He had blue eyes and dark brown 

air. His clothing was neat and of good 
quality. It is presumed that he was a me- 
chanic out of employment and despondent, 
as he was seen in Grassland Friday, when 
he stated to residents of that place that he 
had been looking for work, but could find 
none. 

The new Board of Supervisors met at the 
Court House here yesterday and organized 
for the current year. Supervisor James M. 
Dill of Belleville was chosen chairman by 
acclamation. The most important business 
of the meeting was the filling of appointive 
offices and thé fixing of salaries. The 
board appointed these officers and fixed 
the salaries as stated: James E. Owen, Su- 

rintendent of County Farm, $55 per month; 

rs. J. E. Owen, Matron of the Farm, $25 
per.month; Dr. D. C. Heely of Belleville, 
County Physician, $700 per annum; Dr. W. H. 
McLean, assistant County Physician for 
Fast St. Louis, $300 per annum; Mine In- 
spector, Frank Kercher of Belleville, $3 per 
day, not to exceed $600 per annum; Louis 
Engler, Court House janitor, $0 per month 
in summer and $65 in winter; W. G. Hill, 
Poor Commissioner for Belleville, $45 per 
month. 

Mayor Sunkel has a number of appoint- 
ments to make to-morrow for the ensuing 
year. The principal offices to be filled are 
Chief of Police, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, Market Master and Captain and Ser- 
geant of Police. The patrolmen of the Po- 
lice Department and members of the Fire 
Department are also appointed. It is ex- 
pected that the new Mayor will make few 
changes in either department, as there is 
no partisanship connected with them. The 
incumbents of the offices named are: Fred 
Obst, Chief of Police; William Nebgen, Fire 
Chief; John Bux,. Market Master; Conrad 
Yaeckel, Police Captain; Richard Emery, 
Police Sergeant.

never was worse scared in my life. We made 
a break for the boat the shortest way—right 
across the open sandbar. e were, of 
course, seen by the Indians, and soon the 
naked riders were after us, followed by 
naked Indians on foot.

„We were seen from the boat, and a squad 
of soldiers came double quick towards us. 
Chief powlegs carried a hatchet or small 
ax, which he brandished viciously. The rest 
of the Indians had only sticks. When the 
red rascals saw the soldiers comin 


had met friends and proposed to stay thee 
awhile. Having marched up the bar the 
soldiers marched back again to report to 
their superior officers and get orders; but 
the superior officers were not there to give 
orders. 

Then two very smart young fellows 
théught they would distinguish themselves. 
One of these was the boat’s barkeeper; I 
| was the other. Of course the bar was not 
open, No boat’s bar is above Fort Smith. 
It’s a serious crime to take whisky into thet 
Indian Nation. Just the same there's al- 
ways — every boat that goes up 
there. The barkeeper said to me that he 
could get the Indians aboard easy enough; 
toll em aboard with a bottle of whisky like 
you toll hogs with an ear of corn. ‘Them In- 
dians ain’t seen no liquor for so long,’ said 
he, ‘they’d swim the river to smell a cork.’

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A FAMILIAR SCENE IN THE FREAKS’ MARKET JUST OUTSIDE or PARIS. 


on the outskirts of Paris, opening on the 
Boulevard de Alr. - i 

The Boulevard de Bel Air is one of. the 
smaller avenues that radiate from the Place 
de la Nation, the eastern extremity of Paris 
and the eircle in which some of the great 
boulevards that run out from the center of 
the city into the suburbs meet. It is a dusty 
and little traveled locality, three-quarters 
of the way on to the market town of Vin- 
cennes, and there are no buildings of either 
historic or modern interest to mark it. 

Though less than three mites from the 
heart of Paris, it is so completely outside 
the Parisian world that it ts doubtful if the 
tourist, unless he has a mind for curious 
things, will ever find his way out there. 

One event, and only one, has the Place de 
la Nation in its life from year to year, and 
this is the famous “Gingerbread Fair,“ or 
“Foire au Pam d' Epices,“ which is held 
along the plaza and on the Cours (the broad 
roadway leading to Vincennes) during the 
three weeks which. immediately follow 
Easter. Then, indeed, does the circle and 
the roadway present a guyety that is Amaz- 
ing, and the country people for miles around 
And even a few jaded Parisians flock ther 
making long days and still longer nights o 
revelry. 

At the “Gingerbread Fair’’ the freak 
managers gather by the score, knowing 
that there will be collected the finest aggre- 
gation of monstrosities to be found in all 
France. The usage of years has taught the 
freaks that there is strength in numbers, 
and though there is no record of their ever 
having formed a trade union, those who are 
unengaged around Easter time find it ex- 
ceedingly advantageous, and, indeed, prac- 
tically necessary, to be on hand at the open- 
ing of the “Gingerbread Fair,“ and, as a 
matter of fact, a full week before. 

The fair in itself, indeed, is no small 
source of profit to them, for while freaks

Two interesting events in the movements 
of the planets are due in May. One is the op- 
position of Uranus, and the other is the 
conjunction of Venus and Jupiter. On the 
8th of this month, Uranus, the first planet 
whose discovery is tecorded—the others hav- 
ing been known from prehistoric times—is 
180 degrees from the sun and in best pos- 
tion for observation.

scope will be ample reward for the trouble. 
If one is successful in finding Libra and 
tient enough to map the small stars visi- 
le in an opera glass for several successive 
evenings, success is almost certain.

Because of the moonlight it will be better 
to defer the search for Uranus until the 
middle of the mon when it rises about 7 
ol . The moon blots out the smaller 
stars, and the difference between the exact 
time of opposition and one or two w 
later will have no effect as far as our pur- 
pose is concerned. At 9 o’clock on the even- 
ing of May 3, however, the full moon is in 
conjunction with Uranus and only five de- 
grees to the south. By fixing in mind the 
position of the moon at that time, the ob- 
server will have a tolerably accurate idea 
of where to look fer the planet. 

Uranus was 2 4 5 Herschel on the 
13th of March, 1781, and was at first mis- 
taken for a comet, The discoverer an- 
nounced it as such to the 29 Society and 
it was nearly a year before its real charac- 
ter was gene tted, Hersehel 
wanted to call the new member of our sys- 
tem the Georgium Sidus in honor of Eng- 
land’s King; but, ag some one has sai 
the heavens contained the names of too 
many immortals to permit the addition of 
a mortal and the name Uranus was finally 
adopted. Uranus is some 180,000,000 of 
miles from the sun and consumes 2 - 
four years in making his circuit the 
heavens. The most peculiar Sane about the 
planet is the fact that its four satellites re- 
volve around their primase or 
in an opposite direction to the motion of 
everything else in the solar * certain 
comets and the satellite of Neptune alone 
excepted. This fact has been urged as an 
objection to Laplace’s nebular hypothesis,

When the first asteroid was dis- 
covered on the first dez of the nineteenth 


century it caused great“ xcitement. Iwas 
found by Plast, but his observations did 
not suffice to determine its orbit before it 
had been lost in the sun’s rays. After dil- 
igent search it was rediscovered Dec. 31, 
1 ust one year, lacking a day, after it 
was seen. From that time to the pre- 
sent Science has done is to demonstrate 
that between the orbits of Mars and Jupi- 
ter tithe’ revolve around the sun a swarm 
1 7 the largest of which is 
4 hiindred miles in diameter. Their 
0 cross and re cross, are so gener- 
as to put the astronomer to 
to take care of them. Prof. 
Watson, who discovered twenty-two of, 
them, left a fund at his death to bear the 
expense of 228 track of his pets. 
Theories as to the origin of the asteroids 
are in a most unsatisfactory state. The 
first proposed was that a large t 
once revol¥ing between Mars and Jupiter 
had been blown into a thousand pieces by 
some mighty force the mode of action of 
which is a mystery. It has also been sug- 
gested that the ring from which, according 
to the nebular hypothesis, each planet has 
developed, was in the case of the asteroids 
broken up into n by the ac- 
tion of s giant p net Jupiter. It has 
been pointed out that some of the incon- 
sistencies of the explosion theory can be 
avoided by supposing a series of explosions; 
but speculation as to what caused the first 
great convulsion is as wild as ever. 


_One of the great achievements of the Lick 
telescope has been the measuring the diam- 
eter of Ceres, the first asteroid discovered. 
Until the t glass at Mount Hamilton 
was turn on the little planet, it always 

peared as a small star. In the thirty- 
eheinch telescope its round white disk en- 
abled Prof. ard to state that Ceres 
was about 600 miles in diameter. From this. 
which is probably the largest, the size of 
the asteroids ranges down to masses of 
rock but a few miles in diameter. 

The asteroids discovered in February were, 
as has been the case with most of them 
during recent years, found by the aid of 

hotography. While photographing the stars 
he asteroid makes known its existence by 
the trail of light across the plate caused by 
the planet’s motion. The application of the 
camera to the heavens, it may be stated 
here, has almost caused a revolution in 
sidereal] astronomy. By long exposures, the 
sensitive plate gathers up the light of the 
faint stars and nebulae and makes them

can bull ranch. 

The circular steel cage in which they 
foug ht is built in sections, and was easily 
enlarged from twenty feet in diameter, 
at which size it was used in the lion and 
bear fight, to thirty feet in diameter for the 
bear and bull fight. The height of fifteen 
feet and the eight inch barbe curving in- 
wards around the top were the same as be- 
fore. 

The arena was the regular circular Mexi- 
ean bull ring, around which is arranged 
an amphitheater with a very large seat- 
ing capacity. Every movement in the large 
open-topped cage in the center was easily 
discernible from every direction, 

When the crowd began to arrive the bull 
was standing alone in the center of the 
large cage, impatiently stamping his feet, 
lashing his tail in the air and now and then 
making savage lunges toward any one 
whose appearance happened to displease 
him. 

The audience was composed in about 
equal numbers of Americans and Mexican 
business men and officials. Most of these . 
people were excellent judges of the fighting 
qualities of bull flesh, 

The photographers arranging their cam- 
eras were especially objects of the bull's 
displeasure. Whenever they approached 
he would glare at them with his wicked 
eyes, paw up the soft ground, throwing the 
dust up in clouds, draw back to obtain a 

start and make a dash straight for 

them, often coming up with such force

of one who reached the highest standard of 
proficiency over all of her sisters here and 
elsewhere—Miss Mollie Landrigan, who re- 
cently retired from the profession to be- 
come the wife of well-known citizen of 
this city. Mo,“ as she is better known 
by the operators here and throughout the 
country, worked the heaviest wires in the 
offices of the Postal here, and received $85 
per month salary, the highest salary ever 
paid a lady * while others of her 
sex were receiving $40 and less. She is an 
expert typewriter, and used the machine 
in reculving messages. 


There are telegraphers, and there are 
telegraphers. The expert operator in 
. me 
profession, and is not fully equipped from 
some outside establishment. While the work 
required of the man who “receives” or 
“sends” on the hea circuits. is wholly 
different from the tasks performed by the 
messenger or check“ boy, yet it appears 
that the boy’s appreticeship is necessary 
to the finished qualification of the man. 
In no other way is it possible to become 80 
thoroughly familiar with the minutiae of 
the telegraph office as by living in it and 
breathing its atmosphere, and catching 
such opportunities for practice as may of- 
fer. ot the least among the educational 
advantages such as an apprenticeship af- 
fords is the rigid discipline to which the 
“check boy“ is subjected. He knows all 
the dire disasters that follow inattention 
to duty, and he suffers the keen pangs that 
arise when he is called on to write a 
„statement“ in explanation of some mis- 
take. With years of this daily discipline, 
and with association with the best ex- 
perts in the service, the boy naturally 
grows up in the profession better equipped 
than he could by any other methods. 

Press operators, or the men who work 
the leased wires running into the news- 
paper offices, do the heaviest work that is 
done ir the service, and receive thie high- 
est salary. They are selected from the 
rank and file of the profession, and they 
are therefore the cream of them all. Ten 
years ago the great volume of matter han- 
died by these men was copied with a pen 
or pencil. Now the typewriter is used en- 
tirely by the receiving operator. With the 
typewriter and a system of abreviations a 
man can handle nearly twice the number of 
words per minute that he did with a pen. 
The salaries paid for this class of work are 
$25 to $30 r week, nine to eleven hours 
constituting a day or night’s work. Some 
idea of the. severe strain these men un- 
dergo, the effect upon their nervous sys- 
tems and the large numiber of words they

The average number of words per hour is 
2,200, or about 20,000 in a single day or 
night, which is equivalent to sixteen col- 
umns of printed matter in a newspaper. A 
rate of seventy/five words per minute is 
occasionally reached by the sending op- 
erator. The strain is so greatethat it 
fects the nerves and brain perceptibly. 
These men become erratic, irritable, and 
in some cases their minds become pecu- 
liarly affected. They are almost nervous 
wrecks. Then it is they. sometimes seek 
relief or relaxation from the strain in 
drink or occasionally abandon them- 
2 to the excitement of the gaming 
able. 

The expert commercial operator in the 
main offices who handles messages either 
on the typewriter or otherwise, is taxed 
equally as much as his brother press op- 
erator, for he has to concentrate his mind 
on the clicking instrument and exert him- 
self to the utmost, as well as bring all of his 
nerve power into play, while receiving 
thirty-five to ty messages per hour to 
avoid errors that would cause him to lose 
his position, result — loss of money and 
probably the loss of life. They are re- 
mungrated at the rate of $65 to $80 per 
month. But in the large offices, by work- 
ing extra hours, the operator can earn

An old proverb says that to properly build 
a salad one must be a “spendthrift for oil, a 
miser for vinegar, a barrister for salt and 
a madman to stir it up,” but it requires 
more qualifications than these, for one must 
be a mathematician, an artist and a poet. 
Only an artist could properly appreciate the

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Queer Assessments. 


To show some of the idiosyncrasies of real 
estate assessments a few are submitted: 

The forty-four feet at the southwest cor- 
ner of Seventh and Olive streets are as- 
sessed at $2,100 per Olive street front foot 
for the corner twenty-five feet, and the in- 
side nineteen feet at $1,775 per foot. Across 
the street, where the Union Trust Building 
stands, only the eighty-four feet on the 
Seventh street front (or side rather) are 


assessed, while the 127 feet fronting on 


Olive street (the real front) are not assessed; 
hence, this frontage, which is the most val- 


uable and contains much the larger number 
of feet subject to assessment, escapes. Why 
should the Olive street frontage on the north 
side of the street escape assessment. and 
the south side frontage not? But, for the 
assessment of the ground on which the 
Union Trust, Building stands: The corner 
twenty-five feet on the Seventh street front 
is assessed at $4,000 a foot, the ten feet next 
at $3,800 a foot, the next twenty-two feet

for every one individual who might be in- 
ured by the adoption of the single-tax, a 
thousand, yes, five thousand, just as worthy, 
just as human and just as essential in the 
make-up of society as the one here indi- 
cated, would be rescued from the torments 
and terrors of poverty and the fear of pov- 
erty incidental to the present system. If 
the single-tax forced the old lady to re- 
linquish the property the value of her im- 
provements on the lot would be appraised
